The Newark Police Department (NPD) is in urgent need of reform. After a three-year civil rights investigation 
of the NPD, the U.S. Department of Justice (DOJ) found widespread constitutional violations in the department's 
police practices. In July 2014, the DOJ announced it would be entering into a formal consent decree with 
Newark to reform the NPD and would be appointing a federal monitor to oversee critical changes.

The Newark Police Department made thousands of stops of individuals who were described merely as milling around, wandering, or loitering.
